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Taylor  Compiles  Readership 
Studies  of  Local  Newspaper 

Already  valuable  to  press  associations  and  national  adver- 
tisers, a readership  study  conducted  and  compiled  by  the  BYU 
marketing  department,  headed  by  Prof.  Weldon  J.  Taylor,  was 
published  last  week. 

The  study  was  carried  out  in  the  form  of  personal  interviews 
with  157  subscribers  of  the  weekly  Springville  Herald.  Adver- 
tising and  journalism  classes  made  the  contacts,  and  members  of 
Alpha  Kappa  Psi,  honorary  marketing  fraternity,  compiled  data. 

Men  readers,  differing:  from  


women  readers,  were  shown 
to  read  most,  the  sports  page, 
national  advertising,  and  edi- 
torials. However,  a higher  per 
centage  of  the  paper  was  read 
by  the  women  interviewed. 

Fifty  per  cent  was  the  lowest 
percentage  recorded  for  men  in 
their  reading  of  the  society  page. 
All  pictures  and  news  stories 
were  included  in  the  highest  per 
centage  reached  by  women. 

The  sample  subscribers  were 
chosen  for  interviewing  by  the 
selection  of  every  fifth  card  from 
the  subscription  file,  and  over 
75  per  cent  of  the  selected  names 
were  contacted. 

Each  article  in  the  paper, 
which  was  read  at  all.  was 
marked  with  the  per  cent  of 
both  men  and  women  who 
read  it.  They  were  asked 
whether  headline,  picture, 
copy,  or  signature  was  read, 
and  the  results  were  indicated 
on  the  face  of  the  item,  and  in- 
cluded in  the  study. 

The  survey  was  conducted  in 
Springville,  and  was  based  on 
the  Nov.  13,  1947  issue.  The  Utah 
Press  association  was  sponsor  of 
the  study. 

Two  readership  studies  of 
weekly  newspapers  in  American 
Fork,  and  Heber  will  be  com- 
piled soon,  Prof.  Taylor  said. 
Two  marketing  and  economic 
studies  on  the  same  project  are 
also  underway  at  the  present  in 
Utah  and  Wasatch  counties.

Why  Did  190  Students  Fail  Last  Quarter? 


It's  a Wonder 


Ordinarily  we  are  not  startled 
by  any  news  item  we  chance 
across,  mainly  because  during 
the  past  hectic  years  we  have 
been  overwhelmed  with  a flood 
of  items.  However,  the  item  re- 
leased last  week  by  the  Y News, 
wherein  Dean  Lloyd  announced 
that  190  students  have  been 
dropped  from  the  University  rolls 
because  of  failures  in  scholar- 
ship, continues  to  amaze  us. 

That  190  students  could  find 
themselves  in  serious  conflict 
with  the  powers  of  the  school 
about  scholarship  seems  a lit- 
tle hard  to  swallow,  for  until 
now  we  have  stood  firm  in 
our  belief  that,  to  get  along, 
all  a student  had  to  do  was 
smile  at  everyone  in  sight 
and  attend  two  iyceums  or  de- 
votionais  (choice  optional). 

Could  the  190  have  been 
among  the  percentage  of  college 
applicants  that  modern  scholars 
say  should  be  switched  to  voca- 
tional schools  or  other,  avenues 
of  endeavor  more  in  keeping 
with  their  capabilities?  We  doubt 
this,  for  isn’t  our  conscientious 
counseling  service  actively  ad- 
vising and  screening  applicants 
and  students  at  a meteoric  rate? 
Any  student  whose  weighty 
problems  are  listened  to,  evalu- 
ated and  advised,  all  within  a 
four  or  five  minute  period,  must 
assuredly  be  satisfactorily  ori- 

Could  it  have  been  that  those 
dismissed  were  guilty  of  hav- 
ing broken  the  moral  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  school?  We 
think  not  unless  some  of  them 
were  haplessly  caught  imbib- 
ing of  the  products  bottled  by 
our  local  Cola  companies; 
nothing  else  could  have  suf- 
ficed for  a reason  of  dismis- 
sal, for  it  is  a fact  that  most

It's  The  Teacher  ,f's  Vital 


The  BYU  administration  has 
listed  190  academic  failures  for 
the  1947  Autumn  Quarter.  About 
250  more,  officials  said,  are  on 
academic  probation. 

This  is  an  excellent  sign  of 
academic  health.  No  univer- 
sity can  maintain  a forward- 
looking,  progressive  educa- 
tional system  if  it  permits 
academic  leaches  to  "get  by.” 
It  is  a commendable  thing 


when  students  who  either 
not  or  will  not  produce  are 
told  to  get  out. 

If  a student  can  not  make  the 
grade  he  is  taking  up  valuable 
time  and  space  in  the  classrooms. 
If  he  hasn’t  the  mental  capacity 
to  take  care  of  the  academic 
load  he  should  leave  and  let 
others  in.  Schools  of  higher 
learning  are  too  crowded  as  it 


If  he  will  not  make  the 
grade  he  has  even  less  right 
to  take  up  valuable  teacher 
time  and  more  coveted  space 
in  a college  or  university. 

Growth  can  only  come  when 
students  can  and  will  learn  on 
a plane  above  high  school  learn- 
ing. Therefore  it  is  a gratifying 
note  of  academic  growth  to  see 
the  institution  take  this  stand. 

If  students  can’t  or  won’t 
make  learning  grades,  they  must 
leave.  m.

More  than  190  failures  were  of- 
ficially tabulated  against  mem- 
bers of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity faculty  at  the  end  of  the 
fall  quarter. 

Over  190  times  some  teacher 
as  unable  to  put  across  his  les- 
n.  More  than  190  students  were 
failed  and  told  not  to  come  back 
to  the  BYU.  Inferior  teaching  by 
some  thoughtless  faculty  members 
was  the  contributing  cause  of 
most  failures. 

The  alarming  side  of  the  sit- 
uation is,  however,  the  fact 
that  few  of  the  erring  teachers 
have  a feeling  of  guilt.  They 
say  the  backward  student  did 
not  listen  to  the  lecture.  They 
point  out  that  the  pupil  talked 
when  he  should  have  listened; 
that  his  mind  was  a thousand 
miles  from  the  class 
What  can  BYU  do  to  sure  this 
unhealthy  situation?  Here  are  a 
few  suggestions  that  could  be 
tried. 

A lesson  given  in  an  interest- 


men  of  the  campus  can  be 
found  in  adjacent  canyon  tav- 
erns loudly  pursuing  the  an- 
cient art  of  Bachus,  and  just 
as  rudely  disrupting  classes 
in  the  school  the  next  day.

In  the  opening  weeks  of  the 
Winter  Quarter,  it  is  encouraging 
for  every  student  to  know  that 
enrollment  surpasses  last  Winter 
Quarter  by  approximately  300; 
that  students  cleared  registration 
early  and  with  dispatch;  that 
there  is  a major  reduction  in  the 
number  of  registration  changes 
over  last  quarter;  and  that 
teachers  report  excellent  attend- 
ance in  classes  with  a student 
body  that  is  light-hearted,  clear- 
minded,  and  earnestly  at  work. 

The  academic  standing  of 
Brigham  Young  University 
among  the  institutions  of  high- 
er learning  in  America  is  of 
vital  importance  to  every  stu- 
dent who  registers  at  the  Y. 
Minimum  academic  require- 
ments constitute  but  one  of 
several  important  indices  by 
which  universities  may  be  rat- 
ed. Regular  students  who  do 
not  meet  this  minimum  are  not 
accomplishing  the  primary 
work  for  which  the  University 
stands. 

Under  methods  of  selective  ad- 
mission. failure  to  meet  mini- 
mum requirements  is  due  more 
often  to  lack  of  organization  and 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  student 
than  to  lack  of  ability. 

The  recent  announcement  that 
190  students  were  ineligible  to 
register  for  the  Winter  Quarter 
indicates  that  in  life  on  the 
campus,  sober  attention  to  Uni- 
versity work  must  take  first 
place.  In  meeting  its  responsi- 
bility to  students  and  to  many, 
parents  as  well,  the  school  calls

Each  year  there  are  a small 
number  of  students  who  regis- 
ter at  the  University  who  have 
personal  problems  which  clearly 
prevent  successful  University 
work.  With  the  exception  of 
these,  any  student  may  remain 
in  good  academic  standing  who 
can  demonstrate  business-like 
attention  to  his  school  work.

In  the 
student’s  time  outside  of  class, 
the  present  counseling  system 
gives  additional  aid  to  each  stu- 
dent, in  finding  areas  of  work 
in  which  his  efforts  will  bring 
greatest  educational  gain. 

Through  the  effort  of  thou- 
sands of  students  with  steady 
purpose  and  a faculty  devoted  to 
its  work,  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity continues  to  build  on 
firm  academic  base.

Off-campus  rushing  in  the 
form  of  extensive  and  lavish  en- 
tertainment for  any  one  girl  or 
fellow  is  illegal,  under  present 
rules. 

This  season  all  rush  parties 
were  to  have  been  completed 
by  Saturday.  Beginning  yes- 
terday the  silence  period  was 
in  force.  That  if  active  mem- 
bers of  social  units  arc  not 
supposed  to  converse  with  new 
girls  being  invited  by  their 
units.  The  new  girl  is  to  have 
a few  days  in  which  to  decide 
w fiethrr  nr  not  she  would  like 
to  join  a social  unit. 

Under  the  present  rules  any 
girl  on  campus  who  was  invited 
to  an  officially  scheduled  unit 
party  had  a bid  to  that  unit.  A 
bid  means  an  invitation  to  mem- 
bership. 

New  girls,  or  rushees.  must 
sign  their  bids  in  the  co-ordina- 
tor’s  office  by  tomorrow. 

No  member  of  a social  unit  can 
be  charged  more  than  $25  per 
year  by  that  unit,  the  rules  state 
Violations  of  rules,  which  are 
available  to  units  at  the  co- 
ordinator’s office,  are  punishable 
by  three  penalties  The  third  vio- 
lation means  disbandment. 

Besides  the  social  units 
there  are  on  campus  three 
other  types  of  organizations — 
geographical,  honorary,  and 
departmental.  Membership  in 
these  groups  is  by  meeting  the 
reouirements  set  up  and  avall- 
: able  upon  request.  No  Invita- 
I tlon  i<  needed  to  inquire  con- 
cerning membership 
i Geographical  groups  are  or- 
ganized for  all  the  students  from 
various  areas.  The  geographical 
clubs  meet  on  Wednesday  eve- 
ning. Their  function  is  mainly 
social  and  they  sponsor  meet- 
ings and  social  functions. 

Any  student  from  a particu- 
lar area  is  eligible  to  Join  the 
group  representing  that  area, 
lie  cun  Join  by  going  to  the 
meetings  and  taking  part  in 
the  activities.  For  example  a 
student  from  California  be- 
longs '*»  the  California  club  if 
he  v • ts.  etc. 

The  honoraries  are  of  two 
tynes.  service  and  special  inter- 
est 

Service  honoraries  are  Blue 
Key.  White  Key.  Y Calcares  and 
Intercollegiate  Knights. 

Blue  Key  is  a national  service 
honorary  for  upperclass  men 
Their  function  is  to  serve  the 


school  in  such  capacities  as 
ushers  and  to  stimulate  any 
projects  for  the  betterment  of 
the  institution.  Membership  is 
open  to  men  with  a certain 
scholastic  standing  who  have 
amassed  a certain  number  of  ac- 
tivity points  as  specified  by  the 
national  constitution. 

White  Key  is  a sorority  for 
senior  women.  It  includes  co- 
eds who  maintain  a 2.5  scho- 
lastic standing  and  have  earn- 
ed so  many  activity  points  as 
provided  by  the  constitution. 
The  unit  is  now  only  a cam- 
pus groups,  but  is  applying  for 
membership  in  Mortar  Board, 
a national  group  of  a similar 
nature. 

Intercollegiate  Knights  is  a 
national  organization  for  under- 
class men  similar  in  purpose  to 
the  other  units.  Its  membership 
I is  achieved  in  the  same  manner 
1 All  four  of  the  service  honor- 
| aries  choose  members  for  schol- 
I arship  and  activity  according  to 
a prescriled  set  of  standards.  In- 
vitations are  issued  to  students 
who  achieve  the  necessary  re- 
quirements. 

The  other  honoraries  are  na- 
tional groups  which  arc  organ- 
ized to  encourage  interest  in 
special  fields  such  as  Tau 
Kappa  Alpha  for  debate  and 
forensics:  Theta  Alpha  Phi  for 
the  dramatic  arts:  Beta  Beta 
Beta  and  biology  and  zoology: 
and  Alpha  Kappa  Psi  for  com- 
merce. etc.  Groups  have  been 
organized  for  most  academic 
fields. 

Membership  here  is  based 
mostly  on  scholarship  and 
achievement  in  the  field. 

The  other  organizations,  classi- 
fied under  departmentals.  in- 
clude the  groups  organized  to 
foster  work  of  the  departments 
but  which  are  not  a chapter  of 
i national  honorary.  It  includes 
such  groups  as  Omega  Nu  for 
journalism.  Phot  Arts  for 
photography,  the  Sociology  Club 
and  others. 

These  department  groups  are 
organized  similarly  to  the  honor- 
aries with  membership  predicat- 
ed chiefly  on  interest  in  the  de- 
partment.

Brigs  Pommel  Pioneers  75-69 
As  Joe  Nelson  Breaks  Record

In  a brilliant  record  smashing  performance,  lean  Joe  Nelson, 
and  his  Brigham  Young  Cougar  teammates,  flashed  to  a sparkling 
75-69  win  over  the  Denver  Pioneers  in  a basketball  game  last 
Friday  at  the  Springville  high  school  gym.  Both  teams  played 
at  a terrific  pace  and  put  on  a beautiful  exhibition  of  high  scoring 
ball,  but  the  determined  blue  and  white  team  were  hotter  than 
the  fireworks  at  the  Provo  ice  carnival,  and  held  a four  or  five 
point  margin  throughout  most  of  the  contest. 

The  lanky  Nelson,  Spanish  Fork’s  gift  to  the  local  school, 
poured  in  a total  of  37  points  to  eclipse  the  old  conference 
scoring  record  held  by  Milo

Not  including  the  basketball 
head-bashings  administered  by 
the  Cougars  over  the  week-end, 
the  most  important  sporte  news 
of  the  week  to  the  Skyline  Six 
is  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  , 
“Sanity  code”  by  the  NCAA. 

Now,  at  last,  some  “sane”  con- 
sideration will  be  given  such 
nasty  problems  as  the  recruiting 
and  subsidization  of  athletes. 
Most  sport  authorities — Ike  Arm- 
strong, for  example — think  that 
the  conferences  will  buckle  down 
and  make  it  work.  But  the  ques- 
tion is  how  will  they  make  it 
work?  Will  they  throw  out  sub- 
sidies all  together,  or  will  they 
all  agree  to  pay  the  star  half- 
backs the  same  amount  for 
guarding  the  field  house? 

The  day  has  been — maybe  it 
is  now — when  wages,  and  we 
use  that  term  literally,  ran 
from  fifty  bucks  a month  in 
some  schools  in  the  western 
part  of  the  conference  to  con- 
siderably over  a hundred  bucks 
in  some  over-the-hill  schools. 

That  kind  of  a mess  obviously 
needs  straightening  out,  other- 
wise we  cease  to  have  collegiate 
competition  and  our  semi-pro 
conference  members  soon  out- 
distance the  rest  of  the  field  with 
the  result  that  athletics  become 
the  end  and  not  the  means  at 
these  semi-pro  layouts. 

Ike  is  quoted  by  Jimmy  Hogs- 
don  of  the  Trib  so  saying  that 
this  situation  (subsidizing  and 
recruiting)  ‘ has  gotten  badly  out 
of  hand  in  some  parts  of  the 
country.”  We  agree  with  Ike 
wholeheartedly,  and  we  are  sure 
that  Ike  just  doesn’t  mean  that 
the  Skyliners  hands  are  unsoiled 
and  that  he  is  just  referring  to 
the  Southwest  Conference — for 
example. 

It  appears  to  us  that  Ike 
himseif  stands  to  lose  the  mo$t 
by  any  leveling  off  in  subsi- 
dies and  in  any  changes  in  the 
recruiting  systems.  What  will 
Ike’s  recruiters  do  now?  The 
only  course  open  to  them  is 
to  join  the  army  where  they 
can  keep  their  hand  in. 

The  big  problem  which  was 
not  touched  by  the  code  its  the 
semi-legal  alumni  subsidization. 
If  conferences  can  curb  this — and 
they  can! — then,  and  only  then, 
will  we  have  a satisfactory 
sports  situation.  Nevertheless,  the 
adoption  of  this  code  looks  like 
someone  would  sincerely  like  to 
see  athletics  put  back  on  a “sane” 
basis. 

Our  late-unlamented  friends 
at  Boulder  are  still  shopping 
around  for  someone  to  take  the 
head  football  coach’s  job  vacated 
by  “popular”  Jim  Yeager.  Last 
reports  had  it  that  Jim  Cassford 
of  the  U of  New  Hampshire, 
Carl  Voylec  of  Auburn,  and  Dal- 
las Ward,  backfield  coach  at 
Minnesota,  together  with  Dud 
Degroot  of  the  LA  Dons  were 
all  invited  to  CU’s  campus  to 
talk  about  it.  Degroot  has  built 
up  a solid  reputation  both  at  San 
Jose  State  and  in  pro  ball,  and 
he  is  very  highly  regarded.  But 
— who  has  ever  heard  of  Cass- 
ford, Voyles  and  Co.?

Jumpin’  Jack  Hauser,  Len 
Alterman,  and  Kenny  Jastrow 
were  the  big  guns  for  Denver. 
Hauser  gathered  22  counters 
for  the  Hilltonpers,  and  Alter- 
man dunked  the  leather  for  16. 
The  precision  passing  of  Jas- 
trow especially  captivated  the 
fancy  of  local  fans,  as  he  pass- 
ed in  time  and  again,  through 
amazingly  small  openings,  to 
set  up  several  easy  lay  up  shots 
for  the  visitors. 

Rand  Clark.  Cougar  guard  also 
turned  in  one  of  his  best  per- 
formances of  the  season.  He 
counted  fifteen  points  besides 
hawking  the  ball  all  over  the' 
court  and  playing  a strong  de- 
fensive game. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  the  whole 
Y aggregation  came  through 
v/ith  their  best  home  game  of  the 
season  to  date. 

Joe  Weight,  Mel  Hutchins, 
Jack  Whipple,  and  De  Ray 
Fullmer  all  played  inspired 
ball,  and  were  given  excellent 
relief  by  Walker.

Brady  Walker,  twice  a win- 
ner of  the  J.  Edwin  Stein  trophy 
awarded  each  year  to  BYU’s  all- 
around  athlete,  will  undoubtedly 
go  down  In  sports  history  as 
one  of  the  greatest  basketball 
and  track  stars  ever  to  repre- 
sent Brigham  Young  University. 

Measuring  up  6 feet,  6 inch- 
es high  and  weighing  an  even 
200  pounds.  Brady  has  become 
a well  known  figure  among 
Cougar  sports  fans.  So  far,  he 
has  played  three  years  of 
basketball  with  the  Cougars 
and  has  earned  a berth  on 
the  all-conference  team  every 
year.
